Another Chapter in the La Point-Flynn’ 
Feud—Three Shots Fired—Fiynn Dan-| 
gerously Wounded. 

All of our readers will remember 
the trouble between Frank La Point 
and D. H. Flynn some months back, 
at which time La Point was cl.arged 
with assault with a deadly weapon. 
Also of Flynn's retaliation and arrest 
subsequently, he being charged with 
the same offense. The two men were 
sentenced to the same fine for these 
offenses, each Weing practically ac- 
quitted, but Flynn, while awaiting ex- 
amination, broke jail, and for this 
offense he was sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary for one year. The Board of 
Pardons liberated Flynn, and he 
started for California. Upon arriving 
at Reno last night he stepped off 
onto the platform where La Point was 
at work as usual handling baggage. 
La Point had been informed of his 
coming. Flynn started to walk up 
the platform towards town when 
LaPoint seeing him immediately drew 
his pistol and fired, missing him. 
Flynn did not quicken his pace but 
crossed over to the telegraph office, 
when La Point came closer and as 
Flynn passed the light fired and again 
missed. At this point Flynn started 
to run and La Point pursued, firing 
again just as Elliptt’s corner was 
reached. This shot took eflect and 
Flynn fell upon the sidewalk i in front 
of Elliott’s hotel. A large crowd of 
excited men gathered immediately 
and the wounded man was taken up 
and carried hurriedly around to Dr 
Bishop's office for medical treatment. 
Drs. Bishop, Johnson and Dawson 
stripped the clothes from Flynn and 
that the shot that had taken 
effect was just at the -base of the 
spinal columad”I The wound was 
probed for a short distance, but not 
sufficiently to learn the exact direc- 
tion of the bullet. Fiynon seemed to 
be in little or no pain, enduring the 
operation of probing and washing his 
wound without murmur. At first his 
wound was thought to be fatal, but 
after it was dressed he walked across 
the street, creating the opinion that 
he was only slightly hurt. The doc- 
tor assures us, -however, that it is a 
very dangerous wound, and the nsture 
of the case renders the result doubtful 
for some time. If the ball! has lodged 
in the pelvic bone the wound is a se- 
vere one; if it has: gone further and 
pierced this bone death will ensue. 

The affray was the absorbing topic 
lust night, many different stories were 
circulated, and exerbody knew all 
about the affair or had seen it.

doctor’s office was beseiged until a 
late hour for pews of the wounded 
man, but the impression that Flynn 
was only slightly wounded served to 
allay the curiosity.
